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Terrific Speed. 


A conespomleiit of the Trenton 


Opinion gives the following sketch ol 
the recent passage of a newspaper 
train in an effort to recover n "half 
an hour behind time" 'oehveeu Jer- 
sey City and Trenton, a distance of 
fifty-seven miles. The trip was ac- 
complished in fifty-nine minutes, in- 
cluding, ft datention of over n minute 
at Newark aucl a moderation of speed 
at New Brunswick. At times the 
speed exceeded ft., mile and a quarter 
a miirate, and in one instance live 
miles were run in three minutes and 
a half; at the rate of about eighty-six 
miles an hour!. 
, 


The conatictor, with hammer in 


hand, passed along testing wheels 
and gearing, and connecting the rub- 
ber hone Jor applying the brakes; the 
engineer minutely inspected every 
bolt arid bar, satisfying himself that 
all was 0 K, while the fireman tvas 
busily engaged piling the machinery. 
At 4:36 the train leaped into rapid 
motion. Through the city we went, 
passing 
astonished spectators «t 


every crossing. Around the curves 
and through the cats we rolled, the 
shrill whistle keeping one almost in 
continuous alarm. Across the mead- 
ows we passed so rapidly that stand- 
ing on the rear platform and looking 
down the ties.presented the appear- 
ance of being one solid flooring. Into 
Newark we bounded, quickly stopped 
at the'Stotion, but before the papers 
to be .depositecl there were half un- 
loaded, the train, with n jerk, moved 
on, cand one by one bundles were 
kicked from the car until the platform 
was strewn therewith. The road was 
now level and straight, the day clear 
and cool. The engine was "centered" 
up and throttle thrown wide, for a 
clean ran to Trenton. The engineer, 
•with Body half oat of the window, 
lever firmly grasped, sat npon his 
geat, bis eyes immovably fixed upon 


- the two thin strips of iron over 


which he was flying at such a tre- 
niendous rate of speed. The fireman 
was busy feeding the furnace that 
glowed' with heat and roared like 
a leviathan. 
On we went. 
The 


sloping fields didn't look- exactly like 
a checker-board, nor did th(i tele- 
graph poles resemble a tine-toothed 
comb—but, gentlemen, we traveled ! 
Past Elizabeth, Linden and Bahway 
we .went—Very like lightning! 'A 


(t. passenger wanted to stop at New 


Brunswick. "Hang you and New 
BnuisWiflk!—Jim, pile into her !" 
said the crusty engineer'to his appre- 
ciative 
fireman. 
He did slacken 


speed, however, when we passed the 
city, sufficiently to allow the man, at 
risk or limb, to Jump. Then, good- 
ne.5s! how we ran! The section be- 
tween New Brunswick and Trenton 
is as straight as an arrow and level as 
a floor. We had some fifteen min- 
utes then, to "make up," and the en- 
gineer was bound to succeed before 
reaching this city. It would be im- 
possible to go at a greater race of 
speed with engine 420. 
The six or 


eight, passengers in the coaoh were 
interested and astonished. Not one 
had ever ridden one-half as fast, for 
we were going at the rate of five miles 
in three and a half minutes. This 
extraordinary unheard-of speed was 
not noticeable in, the car, which ran 
as-, evenly 
as 
though mov- 


ing at the rate of ten miles an hour; 
it wa» only by glancing at outside ob- 
jects as they flitted by that we could 
realize in any degree the grent speed. 
By Monmouth and Princeton junc- 
tions we rattled; under and-over 
bridges, with a short, sharp roar we 
passed; and at 5:35 the train stood 
motionless at Trenton depot, having 
accomplished the almost incredible 
feat of running 56.91 miles in 59 
minutes—(including one stop). 


This not only exceeds the best 


time ever made by this train, but 
eclipses that performed by any train 
in this country.

THE PTOUC UMIAK* SCHEME. 


We hope and believe that the mem- 


bers of the City Council have not for- 
gotten the proposed gift of the Oak- 
land Library to the Public School 
Department. The Library Associa- 
tion wish to get out of debt and oth- 
erwise do o good action at the same 
time. 
This corporation asks for 


ground on which to move their build- 
ing, intending as soon as the Legis- 
lature convenes to get power to dis- 
incorporate and donate the books 
and structure to the city. 


The proposition is worthy the ear- 


nest consideration of the Council, for 
it would seem that with careful man- 
agement the institution would soon 
become a most valuable adjunct to 
the public school system, and of 
great general good in the communi- 
ty. It would practically complete 
our abeady superior attractions in 
the educational way. 


Of course there is a question as to 


the expediency of locating the build- 
ing on the City Hall grounds, even 
temporarily; the item Of insuionce 
alone is no small one, for every addi- 
tional structure on the premises in- 
creases the exposure to fire. But it 
is to be hoped that the proposition 
will be thoroughly considered. 


We have before us a report of 


the Public .Library of Cincinnati, as 
carried on by the school department, 
which seems to prove conclusive- 
ly that no school system is complete 
without its reading rooms and re- 
source for obtaining books in this 
inexpensive manner. The Cincinnati 
institution has quadrupled in im- 
portance during the past two years. 
A new fire-proof building at a cost of 
nearly $80,000 has been erected, the 
Library has 
received 15,000 new 


books the past year, and the treasury 
is $8,000 ahead. 


Of course, Oakland is a small tov. n 


compared to Cincinnati, generally 
speaking, but, the growth of our edu- 
cational wants are greater in propor- 
tian to population; and everything 
that tends to foster this growth, is 
worthy of actual investment. 


Let it once be' known abroad—we 


mean in adjoining counties, States 
and Territories, that Oakland has the 
only perfect school system on the 
Coast, and the reputation will more 
than repay the little outlay required 
to establish this Library on an endur- 
ing basis. 


This is one feature of our local 


government that will not admit of 
narrow minded conclusions. 


AT IAST. 


After two years of deep meditation 


and laborious research, Judge Dwi- 
nelle has finally rendered a decision 
in the Clarko-Beed case. 


The readers of the TIUBCKK are 


perfectly familiar with tho proceed- 
ings'had in 'he cose previous to this 
decision, and it is unnecessary to 
reprint fncts which we have given 
several times recently iu discussing 
the conduct of Dwinelle in withhold- 
ing this decision. 


Yesterday morning Judge Dwindle 


affirmed the judgment of the County 
Court, as follows: 


It appearing that Judge Xye did not 
exceed 
I he power and jurisdiction 
vested In lilm in ordering tlie charge 
of murdoragai ust Clarke, alter having 
been submitted to agiancl jury, to be 
re-submitted to another grand Jury, 
and that the proceedings In the prem- 
ises were legal and tegular, therefore 
all the acU are amrmeil." 


The case will now lie referred to 


the grand jury of the October term 
of the County Court, unless the 
friends of Clarke resort to some other 
legal quibble to again delay the mat- 


ter. 


The course of Dwinelle in this case 


has been simply outrageous, and 
ought not to be forgotten. The case 
was so trivial, that the object of the 
defense—delay—was apparent to ev- 
ery one. That Dwinelle could have 
rendered a decision from the bench 
upon the conclusion of the argument 
of the respective counsel, no one 
doubts; that he did not, astonished 
only tho^e who did not understand 
whv the case was taken before the 
Fifteenth District Court. 


Bnt for the persistent pounding of 


the TRIBUNE it is more than probable 
that a decision would not have been 
rendered for some time yet. There 
was not a paper even in Sim Francis- 
co, among all the "independent" 
press, that dared to refer to this fla- 
grant, legal outrage; and as fer our 
local cotemporaries, they looked at 
the "high social standing" of Clarke, 
and became as dupib as the corpse of 
the murdered Reed. 


The question now ib, has Clarke 


got safe out of the country, or will he 
appear for trial, iu case he be indict- 
ed by the October grand jury? 


"OTOFABT AGE," 


Last Sunday morning's sermon in 


the Transcript was entitled as above, 
and opened as follows: 


Tho greed of 'gain, tho passion for' 
wealth, the eager and alKibsorblng 
rush after riches, is sapping up all the 
generous and pure feelings ol oar na- 
ture, as a race. We oun't lind time 
cither to be comfortable or happy. 


An open confession is good for the 


soul. We know that the editor of 
that paper could not go much longer 
without manifesting some degree of 
repentance, but this is so emphatic iu 
its toue that it is too good to be lost. 


After receiving thousands per year 


for doing the city printing, and then 
rather thun not get the job, agree to 
do this same work for u few hundred 
—the Transcript has earned a front 
seat at the confessional. Its "greed 
of gain" could go no farther. It 
would take tho coppers off the eyes 
of the defunct Hews mail, and growl 
because 
they were 
not four-bit 


pieces. 


But now that he has confessed it 


all. we sympathize with him, and are 
sorry that there is so much "sap- 
ping" going on in his nature. It is 
too bad that lie is so pressed for 
"time" as to be neither "comfort- 
able or happy." This is devilish 
•bad, considering the amount of time 
there is wanted in this world. 


Get thee to the mourner's bench, 


and take a check on eternity; per- 
haps a return to the Springs might 
enlarge the influence of thy Bishop- 
ric, if not do thy soul good.

SEHATOES FOR LIFE. 


The latest proposition in govern- 


mental tinkering is that of some 
Eastern correspondent, mid it 
is 


now being generally discussed.. He 
started the idea of making the Presi- 
dent eligible for oiie term only, but 
afterwards he is to glide into a Sen- 
atorial seat for life. 


There is perhaps some reasonable 


excuse for wanting to confine the 
President to one term, but even it is 
a question for farther discussion. It 
would seem to be more American- 
like to repeatedly elect any man to 
the same office, so long as he is men- 
tally find physically qualified to fill 
the position; but the idea of giving 
any one a life-lease of a place, is ab- 
surd in itself. The Chief Justice of 
the United States is entitled to his 
office during good behavior, although 
he may become demented and other- 
wise unfitted for the great post. This 
Senatorial proposition is open to the 
same objections, and if allowed to 
prevail would result in multiplying 
the surplus amount of iucapables al- 
ready there.

We 
mlgbtsum the matter up by saying 
tbat the probabilities are that in any 
case persistently fought, the Supreme 
Court, whatever Its first decision may 
be, will reverse it on a rehearlnc. If 
the first decision on the Local Option 
law Is that it is unconstitutional, the 
second will be that it is constitutional. 
If we could foresee which view the court 
would tnke on the (irst hearing, we 
should know what would be the sec- 
ond and final opinion. The cause of 
this vacillation we think is that the 
Court decides less by law thun for pop- 
ularity.

How much of this sort of 
trifling with a mos; important sub- 
ject, actually exists we are not at 
present prepared to say, bnt shall 
endeavor to keep track of it hereafter. 


At all events there are quite 


enough engaged in the business oi 
house and lot brokerage, and perhaps 
some of these enterprising people 
are uot of sufficient responsibility to 
lend dignity to the vocation as a 
whole. The city's prosperity and 
continued growth depends largely 
upon the character of its real eetate 
agents. These people can render the 
place contemptible in,a short space of 
time, or they can maintain its stand- 
ing at home fiad abroad more thor- 
oughly than all other influences to- 
gether. 


This hawking and drumming and 


running, and cheap-John advertising, 
will hurt all concerned. Oakland is 
too well known to be permanently 
damaged or set back by any such re- 
sort on the part of operators, but a 
disagreeable lull in actual transac- 
tions may be made to revert to the 
temporary disadvantage of the city 
Dullness in real estate affects every- 
thing else.

Since the 1st of the month the Cen- 


tral Pacific Kailrqad Company have 
had a new regulation concerning the 
sale of tickets for the East.

A BiiHy Y'ear at the Point. 


The following summary of work 


laid out to do this year by the C. P. 
E. R. Co., is from the Sacramento 
Union of the 20th : 


We learn that there is to be lively 


work performed by the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company in the matter 
of fitting up steamers, and as a re- 
sult the railroad company's boiler 
shop in this city will have a great 
deal to do. The steamer Chysopolis 
is beny remodeled at Oakland into 
a large ferry-boat for carrying pas- 
sengers between San Francisco and 
Oakland, and her boilers, two in 
number, weighing about fifty tons 
each, are already well advanced at 
the Sacramento shops. The railroad 
company are constructing marine 
•ways at Oakland, alongside their 
wharf, and the piling is about fin- 
ished. These ways will be completed 
(at a cost of $50^000) in season to 
haul out the Chrysopolis when she 
shall have been remodeled. When 
the work upon her is finished, anoth- 
er large boat for freight purposes, 
capable of carrying "— cars, will be 
constructed, and following this will 
ba the i«aiodeling of the steamers 
Capital and Yosnnite into passenger 
ferries. 
The 
BIX boilers of these 


three boats wiU be made here, and 
will be of the same size as those of 
the Chrysopolis. 
The new steamer 


will be supplied with an engine which 
was purchased by A. A. Cohen in 
the East about five years ago, and is 
now at the Bay. The other steamers 
will be run by their present engines, 
which will be overhauled under the 
superintendence of General Master 
Mechanic Stevens. 
In addition to 


the above work, the boilers of the 
steamer 
Ckin-du-Wan 
are nearly 


ready to be turned out of the shop, 
and by the time she has received an 
overhauling on the ways, they will 
be waiting for her. 
The stsamer 


Amador is being fitted up at San 
Francisco to take the place of the 
Cera, now running between Sacra- 
mento and Sau Francisco, as the 
boilers now in the Cora are to be ta- 
ken out, and those formerly in the 
ferry-boat Oakland (now being torn 
to pieces on the Yolo side of the 
river) substituted.

THE CEMENT PIPE 


For the main sewering. The Broad- 
way Sewer is of this pipe. It has 
been laid about five years, and a re- 
cent examination showed that it is as 
perfect, clean, and complete as it wag 
the day it was put down. Mr. Wil- 
liam Stack is the contractor for lay- 
ing the Cement Pipe in Oakland. He 
is the pioneer pipe-layer of this city 
having laid the first cement pipe evei 
laid in Oakland, we believe as earl' 
as 1862. 


In June last Mr. Stack was award 


ed the contract of putting down the 
Brush Street sewer, and the v ork is 
now being performed, the workmen 
having progressed as far aa Tenth 
street. The sewer is to extend from 
the south line of the railroad, on 
First street, to the north line of Four 
teenth street. The size of the pipe 
from the south line of the railroad to 
Sixth street is fourteen inches, in di 
anieter; from thence to the south line 
of Twelfth street it is twelve inches 
and from Twelfth street to Four 
teenth street, ten inches in 'diameter 
The descending grade averages abou 
two feet to the block, while ffi< 
trench at its deepest point is eleven 
feet, sit inches. 


It is everywhere conceded that fo: 


general sewerage purposes the Ce 
ment pipe surpasses anyother pipe 
ever manufactured, and thus it has 
been principally selected for the main 
sewers of Oakland. The long time in 
which Mr. Stack has be.en engaged in 
laying cement pipe in Oakland, alon 
guaranteesliis ability to perform hi 
work well, and hence the city author 
ities have very wisely awarded tin 
Brush Street contract to him.
